Louisville, Ky., Dec. 20.—Charging 
that funds entrusted to its care have 
been extravagantly and in some in- 
stances illegally expended by the man- 
agement of the Kentucky Children's 
Home society, a suit filed in the Jef- 
ferson circuit court here by M. M. 
Logan, attorney general of Kentucky, 
asks the removal of the society's su- 
perintendent, George L, Sehon, and 
the return of the funds alleged to have 
been illegally expended. 


The petition filed in connection with 
the suit alleges that more than fifty 
per cent of the public funds appropri-»- 
ated by the state for the maintenance 
of the society, over a period of sev- 
ei'al years has been expended in sal- 
aries. 
The salary of Superintendent 
Sehon, it is .-alleged, has been unduly 
large and the court is asked to force 
him to return to the society the dif- 
ference between the 
salary 
he has 
drawn and amount which the court 
shall fix as reasonable. 
The return of 
funds amounting to several thousand 
dollars, alleged to have been illegally 
expended by Superintendent Sehon in 
attending conventions, in entertaining 
visitor* from other states and in at- 
tending sessions of the Kentucky gen- 
eral assembly is also asked. 


PUTS NEW ANGLES 


IN SEA QUESTION 


May Turn Over Bulk of 
World's Carriers to 
War Purposes. 


Washington. Dec. 20.—Xationalization 
of British shipping, mentioned briefly Iff 
Premier Lloyd George as one of the first 
acts of the new war ministry commands 
more interest here from the American 
point of view than any other phrase of 
the premier's speech. 


What effect it would have on American 
foreign trade and on the .status of Brit- 
ish ships sunk by Cierman submarines 
has opened a new and unexpected series 
of questions which officials regard with 
much concern. 


The taking into the national service of 
the whole mercantile marine following 
closely on England's announcement that 
she could not guarantee coal at any of 
her coaling bases the world over except 
to ships conserving allied interests, i.s 
• thought by officials at first glance to 
turn 
over 
the 
great majority of the 
world's carrying trade to specific war 
purposes. 


Effect Is Problematical. 


The effect on commerce for Amer- 
ican purposes and not of service to 
the allies is problematical, especially 
as to the completeness 
with 
which 
Lloyd-George 
enforces 
the 
order. 
Nevertheless there is in law nothing 
the United States could do should the 
whole British 
merchant 
marine 
be 
withdrawn from American trade and 
harbors. 


It is thought the effect on the sub- 
marine situation would be to remove 
confusion between public vessels not 
entitled to any guarantees and private 
vessels entitled to warning and pro- 
vision for the safety of those on board. 
Just where the point 
of 
distinction 
would lie is a very complex question. 


Lloyd-George's 
announcement 
of 
the recognition of the agents of Ven- 
izelos raised the question 
of 
what 
would be the attitude of this govern- 
ment if Venizelos should become the 
de facto ruler of an appreciable part 
of Greece. 
AA similar question has 
been faced since England took over 
from Turkey the sovereignty of Egypt, 
but no decision reached.

Labor Seems Diiblos.

conscription is not impracticable, the 
labor leaders are dubious as to its 
success, feeling the outcome depends 
entirely on how the workmen take it.

Petrograd, Dec. 20.—^The pasgage 
across the Russian frontier of thou- 
sands of Rumanians, w h o ^ a v e aban- 
doned their homes and property in the 
face of the invading Germans and Bul- 
garians, has cast the shadow of a new 
refugee problem on the Russian em- 
pire. 
These refugees have been pour- 
ing into Odessa, Kiev and other south- 
ern Russian cities in a destitute and 
helpless condition and present a prob- 
lem which threatens to be more dif- 
ficult than any which has confronted a 
subject power since the invasion of 
Belgium. 


Russia has only partially succeeded 
in colonizing and assiipilating the mil- 
lions of homeless poles, Jews and mem- 
bers of other races who lied to the in- 
tei'ior during the first year and a half 
of the war. 


Worst Time of Tear. 


This is naturally the worst time of 
the year in which to care for refugees 
and tlie economic re-adjustment which 
the present political crisis has imposed 
adds to the difficulty of clothing and 
supporting a new nation. 


The magnitude of Russia's economic 
burden is appreciable when it is con- 
sidered that the country has received 
already since the beginning of the war 
a refugee population far exceeding the 
combined citizenship of the Scandi- 
navian countries, while the resource.s 
of the country liave been taxed to the 
utmost to provide for the wandering 
people, whose homes have fallen with- 
in enemy lines and whose means or" 
livlihood are either temporarily or per- 
manently forfeited. 


Wret<?Iied Condition Improved. 


The wretched condition of the ref- 
ugees 
has 
been 
steadily 
improved 
through the systematic efforts of the 
Russian government working through 
the various refugee committees. The 
committees looking beyond the 
im- 
mediate necessities are'succeeding in 
distributing the migratory population 
throughout the interior, encouraging 
their colonization in fertile agricul- 
tural districts and giving them work 
in making boots, all sorts of clothing 
ajid other 
immediately 
marketable 
articles. 
A great number of 
these 
refugee products are now in use by 
the military and civil population. Spe- 
cial schools have been organized in 
many parts of tne country for refu- 
gee children and every means taken 
to prevent the war victims from be- 
coming a burden to the state. 
The 
American relief committee, headed by 
Thomas Whittemoore, working in con- 
junction with the Latiania committee 
organized by the empress, has made 
valuable contributions 
to the 
relief 
work and is now devoting its energies 
to meeting the 
Rumanian 
problem. 
Temporary 
ban-acks and 
numerous 
food kitchens have been, established at 
all distributing centers to receive the 
incoming 
Rumanians. 
From 
these 
places the Rumanians will be sent to 
the 
Interior. 
Despite 
all 
efforts, 
however, the enormity of the 
task 
has defeated all efforUs to adequately 
handle 
the 
gigantic 
niigration 
of 
people brought about by the war.

"We might start a municipal bak- 
ery- 
It seems like the only real way 
out of our trouble.

to allow thte bakers to frame a new 
bread ordinance. 
They framed 
the 
one we have now. 
They shout that it 
is no good. They laud the court which 
decides that it is invalid. 
The bakers 
have shown that they cannot frame a 
bread law. 
If the council makes a 
bread law let us make it without help 
from the bakers," Smith said. 


Committee Appointed. 


William 
Bayer, president 
of

council, appointed a committee of five 
councilmen to drart a new bread ordi- 
nance by help of City Attorney Guy 
Colerick.

City Attorney Colerick was firm in 
his statement that the council had a 
perfect right to go ahead and do as 
they please about making a new bread 
law.

Make Big Profits. 


A consumer, in the audience, who 
once served apprenticeship under 
a 
baker, read a list of statistics to show 
that bakers make $7.02 on every bar- 
rel of flour they convert into bread 
loaves, even under present 
soaring 
prices. 


Bakers said "pooh." 
"Why, if I had made that much on 
br^ad I would be worth a million dol- 
lars after all these years of baking," 
George Haffner said in his speech in 
which he reviewed the transformation 
in process of bread making and ex- 
plained the variance 
in 
weight of 
loaves. 


The old widow lady, with her rag- 
ged shawi pulled tight about her shiv- 
ering shoulders came in for considera- 
tion by Baker Geller, in his speech for 
the return 6f the little flve-cent loaf 
of bread. 


Pokes Fun at "Package." 


"Bakers are trying to hand you an- 
other 
'package,'" 
said 
Lawrence 
Heiny, grocer, in his argument against 
a new bread ordinance. 


"Our honorable city council should 
unanimously refuse to entertain 
any 
proposition at this time to pass the 
new bread ordinance which is abso- 
lutely unreasonable, because of high 
market 
conditions, 
European 
war, 
poor crops, scarcity of labor, etc., and 
d^fer it until times and conditions be- 
come normal," Heiny said. 


"The real and only practical dif- 
ference between the proposed new and 
the old ordinance is that the new pro- 
vides for all sizes of loaves, any size 
or weight, to meet a fixed price. 


"Point 2. Ten different oakers may 
bake ten different size loaves and in 
every way comply with the new ordi- 
nance. 
Heretofore, for years, 
only 
three sizes and weights were all the 
sizes and weights of bread the con- 
sumer had to remember—a small 16 
ounce, a lar^e 24 ounce and the dou- 
ble loaf. 


"Consumer is being deceived every 
day in most all package food, buying 
packages with weights in ounces. 


"The old custom price, 5 and 10 
cents, is what the baker is 
fighting 
for now, not a new ordinance. Here is 
the point, the big one; that 5 and 10 
cents mark they want the consumer 
to feel and be satisfied that consumer 
is going to receive the same size loaf 
always for the fixed price of 5 and 10 
cents, except whan flour reaches $20 
a barrel, the consumer may receive a 
doughnut for a small loaf of bread and 
a water roll for a large loaf with the 
ounces printed on the label in Hebrew 
letters, and in such small type that the 
consumer really has to have a micro- 
scope

Several different size loaves will so 
confuse the consumer when purchas- 
ing that they will not be able to de- 
termine va|ue«in quantity and saving, 
in price on best quality bread. 


"The old ordinance" is a just one, 
reasonable, fair and square to con,- 
sumer and b a l ^ r alike; also the new 
ordinance is simply drawn up to sat- 
isfy the baker. The consumer will not 
profit by it in any way, shape or form." 


Held Up Breaù Zioaf. 


J. B. Franke, representing the Per- 
fection Biscuit company, unwrapped 
a loaf of bread and held it before the 
council. The bread loaf was hardened 
by age and coated with dirt. 
It was 
passed from seat to seat among the 
council members. 


Franke explained the danger of eat- 
ing unwrapped bread, which is not pro- 
tected by every sanitary precaution. 


"It is a hard slam on the bread 
^lat mother used to bake," one of the 
councilmen ventured. 


Ordinance Is Invalid. 


Franke took the attitude that the 
Fort Wayne bread ordinance has been 
set aside and is undoubtedly invalid. 


"Since the high cost of ñour public 
interest has centered with the br^ad 
bakers more than usual, perhaps the 
result of an agitation s o ^ e 
months 
ago among bread bakers the country 
over to adjust their sales policy to the 
extraordinary conditions. 
The 
local 
bakers, equally alive to the situajtion, 
attempted in different ways to protect 
themselves 
against 
losses," 
Mr. 
Franke declares. 


"Mr. Tolan's 
statement 
that 
'the 
bakers ai-e not together' 
has a 
sig- 
nificance; 
'that's 
the 
trouble,' 
he 
says, and he got them together in the 
police 
court. 
Here, 
guilty 
or 
not 
guilty, one baker helped the other as 
never before, because never before 
could he do so much for himself by 
helping the other fellow. 


"The atmosphere has now cleared 
and the veil has been lifted so far as 
the old bread ordinance is concerned 
and no doubt sòme good will, in the 
end, ac/zrue to all. It was hard for the 
baker to comply with its requirements 
and technically It was impossible to 
avoid violating it, at the same time it 
did not benefit the consumer any more 
than a reasonable ordinance would. 
Speaking for ourselves, we never be- 
lieved the old ordinance legal, never- 
theless, we complie(jl the best we could 
preferring not to question it, but now 
since the city has forced the test we 
hope and expect that in considering 
a new ordinance, which while con- 
sistent in Its protection to the con- 
sumer will also be elastic enough that 
the baker can trust himself safely 
within its limits," Franke said.- 


"We have confidence that the good 
people of Fort Wayne are as fair as 
we want to be. 
The integrity of the 
honorable council is not questioned. 
What is needed and Important at this 
time is light, a correct understanding 
with the people, the consumers, need 
and want, and what Is a reasonable 
and just demand on the baker. 
We 
will gladly receive 
an 
investigating 
committee of the council at our fac- 
tory and give any information we can. 


The Perfection Biscuit Co. has al- 
ways felt a sense of responsiblllty-in 
offering to the community its bread 
and mindful of its obligation has not 
only endeavored to produce a good, 
wholesome bread, 
out

Plans for Democratic Re- 
orga^ation Frami^ . 
at Washington. 


Wàshington, Dec. 20.—^me first Im- 
portont steps toward reorganizing the' 
democratic party so that it may present 
an elfectivie battle front for the presi- 
dential campaign for 1920 probably 
will be undèrtaken in Indi^.na. 


Thftt being-the home state of Vice 
President Marshall and both ' of the 
Indiana democratic United States sen- 
ators having been defeated, an oppor- 
tunity is alTòrded whereby the presi- 
dent and vicé president, co-operating 
in the distribution of patronage, can 
work out an effective forward-looking 
organization of the party that will be 
an exam^e for other states to follow, i 
Einort Begrlns In Spring. 


It is expected that this process of 
making a forward-looking organization 
will begin next spring soon after the 
president and vice president enter up- 
I on their second terms. 
The vice pres- 
ident is known to be willing to assume 
the responsibility of selecting men for 
the offices in Indiana who w'ill lift the 
party up to a standard whereby a rea- 
sonable hope may be entertained that 
the Hoosier state will be redeemed by 
the democrats In 1920. 


If this arrangement for presidental 
and vice presidential co-operation be- 
i comes operative, as is now forecast, it 
I will mean a clean sweep, not only In 
! the organization, but in the larger 
I federal offices in Indiana. 
It presup- 
poses the selection of a new demo- 
cratic state chairman to succeed Ber- 
nard Korbly, of Indianapolis, who is a 
survivor of the old "machine" regime. 
One of the men already slated for a 
walk into private life is Peter J. Kru- 
yer, collector of internal revenue for 
the Indianapolis district. 
Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall did 
not 
favor the ap- 
pointment of Kruyer in the first in- 
stance, but 
he 
was named for office 
through the influence of the late Sen- 
ator Shively. 


Others Who May Go. 


The other important Indiana federal 
office holders are. L. Ert Slack, dis- 
trict attorney; Mark Storen, 
United 
States marshal: Isaac R. Strouse, col- 
lector of revenue for the Terre Haute 
district; T. E. Stucky, surveyor of the 
port at Indianapolis, and R. E. Spring- 
steen, postmaster of Indianapolis. 
It 
is not believed that any of these will 
survive the housecleaning process, un- 
less Senator Kern would be recognized 
by the 
retention 
of 
one of his ap- 
pointees. 
In that event it is expected 
either Strouse, Stucky or Springsteen 
would remain. Storen Is marked to go, 
one reason being that he was retain- 
ing a republican as its chief deputy 
Slack will serve out his present term. 
The postoffice patronage of nine of 
the 
thirteen congressional 
districts 
will be Involved in this reorganization, 
the nine districts having elected re- 
publican congressmen.

Indianapolis, 
Dec. 
21.—The Indiana, 
state board of health, through Dr. J. Ji. 
Hurty, its secretary, has announced of- 
ficially it will ask nothing of the legis- 
latiire when it meets next monh, and the 
announcement says: "It confidently ex- 
pects the claim will be allowed." 
Con- 
tinuing the statement savs: 


"It suggests, however, if the seventieth 
general assembly feels like saving to the 
people a few millions now spent for pre- 
ventable sickness and disease, the Ix^rd 
will gladly combat the said preventable 
sickness and disease and save the money. 


"The board, upon authority of life in- 
surance companies, wishes the state to 
know there are 80,000 persons constant- 


die'annually whose lives could be pro- 
longed greatly; that 60, per cent, of pov- 
erty has its origin in preventable sick- 
ness and disease; that 30 per cent, of 
blindness is caused by one disease that 
is preventable; that 70 per cent, of the 
diseases which bring insanity arc pre- 
ventable, and lastly that 'hygiene can 
prevent more crime than law." 


"When the people get tired of pay- 
ing the high taxes which are paid on ac- 
coimt ol preventable sickness and dis- 
ease, they can get reUef through the 
science hygience which stands ready to 
remove the cause."

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Lloyd George^s Reply 


The eagerly- awaited reply of Lloyd George, the new British pre- 
JUier, to the German proposals for peace submitted through the neu- 
tral governments appears to be, strictly speaking, a rejection which 
does not reject. 
It says 
" N o " 
plainly 
enough 
and 
emphatically 
enough to the German peace proffer in its present form, but it does not 
hopelessly deny the way to negotiations looking to the ending of the 
•war. 
Most plainly of all, as Ambassador von Bernstorff observes, it 
Jnakes clear the fact that the allies are at least not disposed to refuse 
%o talk of peace. 


A s a matter of fact, Lloyd George did just about what he was ex- 
pcted to do. 
The circumstances of his appearance were most unusual. 
It was a dramatic occasion. 
Galled to the premiership of the British 
cabinet at a portentious moment, the forceful Welshman was at the 
outset called upon to deal with portentious questions. 
His speech was 
thunderous; it had to be so. 
He seized upon the occasion to detail 
anew the British view of the war issues, to outline again the catalogue 
of wrongs which the British charge against their German foes, to re- 
count once more the achievements of British arms and British civilian 
effort, and to reiterate in general the contentions to which England 
has from the first clung. 
He waved the flag, admonished his country- 
men that^urther fealty and more sacrifice were yet demanded, and al- 
together delivered just such an effort as the British public wanted and 
plainly left them well satisfied. 


But his rejection of the present German offer was adroitly fash- 
ioned. He was careful to leave open the way for further German rep- 
resentations in ^ase Berlin cares to make overtures of more specific 
character as to the terms on which she is willing to negotiate 
for 
jy^i^ace. 
The inference is left plain that, while "declining to put his 
'^liead in a noose'' without more information as to conditions, England ^ 
is not averse to considering a proposal that is definite as to basic con- 
ditiojis on which it is made. 
There is at this time none of the insis- 
tence that Teutonic power and Teutonic spirit must be "crushed" be- 
fore peace can be considered. 
Instead, the new premier talks of "re- 
paration" and "guarantees" as the essential conditions on 
which 
.peace parleys may be undertaken. 
Immediate end of the war may not 
b6 in sight, but the German offer and Lloyd George's official comment 
on it make it apparent that at least a start toward peace has been 
made.

• Advocates of universal military training in the United 
States 
"have been coming to bat in terrific style before the congressional com- 
Jmittee during the past f e w days. 
Led by Major General Scott and 
Major General Leonard Wood, they have declared the volunteer sys 
'tem a gigantic failure and decried the national guard system of the 
country as admirable enough in spirit but wholly and hopelessly in- 
-eflScient. 
It is asserted this was amply demonstrated by the sending 
of. the troops to the Mexican border last summer. 
Individually a fine 
body of young Americans, they utterly lacked training and that to 
"have sent them across the line against a trained, efficient military 
force would have amounted to little less than slaughter. 
It is General 
Scott's conviction that at least a year would have been needed to 
-transform the guardsmen into an efficient American 
fighting 
force, 
and that if a war should come, there will be no time for that. 
All in 
all, it is a rather sorry spectacle held up to our view by the army au- 
Ithorjties, and the worat of it i» that they're probably correct about it. 


A syndicate of eastern capitalists is getting behind a plan to pro- 
Jmote a "military railroad" along the Rio Grande, and, on the theory 
that it would be immensely valuable in the moving of troops, is throw- 
, ing out the gentle hint that it would be a mighty graceful thing for 
the government to help them built it. How do you suppose so ingenious 
a scheme as this failed of incubation until now through all the weary 
months in which American and Mexican soldiers have been glaring at 
each other across the waters of the Rio Grande Î iSven our resource- 
ful J. Rufus WaUingfords occassionally overlook a bet.

Yellow and Black Plates 
to Be Flaunted from 
200,000 Cars. 


Indianapolis. Ind,., Dec. 20.—Auto- 
mobile license tags for 1017. all rich 
and showy in black and yellow, have 
put in their appearance on mo^or- 
driven vehicles seen on the city streets. 
Tho plates are black with yellow let- 
ters. Black and yellow is a combina- 
tion which jars on the nerves of many 
persons, but they will have to get used 
to it, for there are to be about 200,000 
of the new plates. 
But the worst is 
yet to come, for noisy motorcycles are 
to flaunt about 12,000 tags bearing the 
same colors. 


Up to December 1 the number of 
automobile tags in use was 140,000. 
Eleven thousand four hundred motor- 
cycle tags and 4,300 chauffeurs' li- 
censes were issued, in. addition to the 
automobile licenses. The new license 
plates were released December 15 and 
are being distributed as rapidly aS 
possible from the mailing department 
of the secretary of state's otfice. The 
department will be far behind by Jan- 
uary 1 unless some speedier method 
of handling the great rush for number 
plates about the first of the year is 
developed by the new secretary. 


Approximately $10,000 was saved 
for the state by letting the contract 
for the plates in the fall of 1914. Since 
that time the rise in steel has been so 
great that the advance in cost would 
have amounted to that much.

The Associated Press)—Great Britain's 
war ban on importation of knitted goods 
will probably prove to be a great Wow 
to the Japanese knitting industry. Dur- 
ing the ten months enmng October 31 
the total value of this line of goods ex- 
ported to Great Britain reached $9,000,- 
000. 
In addition contracts entered into 
call for delivery of additional goods up 
to next June, amounting to $6,000,000. 


Exporters have held conferences urg- 
'ing the Japanese government 1o strive 
for the rescinding of the order. 
It is 
claimed that the order is not a friendly 
measure of an allied nation and that it 
will injure the friendship between the 
two countries. It is also feared here that 
similar bans will affect other lines of 
Japanese manufacturt. 


The immediate effect of the British 
order will be the suspension of many fac- 
tories and the throwing out of employ- 
ment of thousands of workmen. 


As a result of the Japanese representa- 
tions the British government 
has 
an- 
nounced that the enforcement 
of 
the 
prohibition order would be postponed un- 
til January 1. 
The press is expressing 
hope that the authorities will furthcsr be 
persuaded to take into consideration the 
situation facing the manufactui'ers and 
workers in Japan and see whether there 
is not some way of permanently mod- 
ifying absolute prohibition.

Throughout his 70 years Buffalo Bill 
has always been active and won the most 
admiration of young America by his ad- 
venturesome life. 


He was born William Frederick Cody, 
but in 1867 killed 4,280 btiffalo in 18 
months and ever since

Up to the Civil war Cody was a p-my 
express rider.

Seventh Kansas as scout and giiidc dur- 
ing the war, and became colonel.

Hetiring from the show in 1903, BuiT- 
alo Bill, lived on his western randi, where 
he has devoted his later years to re- 
clamation of arid lands in Wyonimtf.

wealth-producing country. 


At one time Cody spent $60,000 to 
make Mrs. Ivatherine Clemmons Gould, 
wife of Howard Gould, a stage «tar.

state shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of a citizen of the United 
Stales, nor shall any state deprive any 
i person of 
life, liberty 
or 
property 
v.'ithout due process of law.' 


"And yot in Fort Branch there are 
a man, his wife and dauehter incar- 
cerated in quarantine for life without 
due process of law. 


"But, you say, he was quarantined 
in the regular way; that Dr. 
Hurty 
and the state attorney general said to 
take him back home and place him 
under (¡uarantine for life. 
They said 
this because the resident physician re- 
ports the finding of lepra bacillus. 


"It i.s not known here .iust how much 
of a microscopist the resident physi- 
cian is. Just how much of an adept the 
house physician is, whether his pro- 
ficiency 
would warrant him in report- 
ing the finding of lepra bacillus. 


"The people of Fort Branch 
and 
vicinity would like to know whether 
David Byers ha.s actually got lepro.sy 
or not, and would like to know wheth- 
er the resident physician at Robert 
Long hospital ever saw a lepra ba- 
cillu.s, unless he saw it in the case of 
David Byers. 
It must not be forgotten 
that there a re other bacilli that are 
very m u c h like the bacilli of leprosy, 
a n d unless a man is proticient, unless 
he has made a special study of it, it 
would be impossible for him to dif- 
ferentiate definitely between the two. 
If David Byers is a syphilitic it would 
take an expert to differentiate between 
the bacilli of syphilis and the bacilli 
of leprosy. 
And so we do not know 
w h a t is the matter with him, but we 
shall 
know 
when 
investigation 
ia 
made. 


"Some of the people here think he 
has leprosy, while others do not think 
so. 
A letter from the Robert W. Long 
hospital to a citizen of this place says 
'his clinical picture shows nothing but 
that of leprosy.' 
This Is wrong; he 
has hot got a leper spot on him. And 
his clinical picture 
shows as much 
syphilis as it does leprosy. 
It is clearly 
a mooted question as to whether David 
Byers has leprosy or not, but the in- 
formation .obtained from him by my-^ 
self and others is deemed sufflciently 
suggestive to merit a belief that he is 
likely suffering with some other dis- 
ease than leprosy. 


"If it is once established that Byers 
has leprosy then no one would want 
him to run at large, because segrega- 
tion is an effective method of protect- 
ing the public.

Last May 15, the moulders employ- 
ed at the Central foundry walked out 
on a strike. 
They upheld many griev- 
ances and was a long drawn out af- 
fair. 
The shop was put on the un- 
fair list by the union and since that 
time only a few men had been em- 
ployed there. 


It is understood that the moulders 
desired to have the Central foundry 
be a closed shop instead of an open 
one. 
Several cpnferences were held 
between the moulders and the com- 
pany officials. 
No agreement 
could 
be reached. 


At the time when the strike was de- 
clared fifty-eight men walked out. Ac- 
cording to the company's officials sev- 
en of these men came back to work 
Tuesday morning. 
The others will be 
taken back as soon as there is work 
enough for all. 


The secretary of the company stat- 
ed when asked whether the other men 
would be taken back at once, that it 
was impossible at this, time t© take 
them back, since the company's busi- 
ness had been ruined to a great ex- ' 
tent. 
He said, "Our business is gone 
as the result of the strike. 
Of course 
as soon as buLuness picks up we will 
take back the men that went out cn 
the strike, provided they want to come 
back under the conditions."

Washington, Dec. 20.—E.vporta of 
paper and paper manufactures this 
year will reach $40,000,000, doubling 
those of any previous year, according 
to figures assembled today by the bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. 
Increasing exports, some pub- 
lishers charge, has been one factor in 
increasing prices for news print paper. 


News print paper exports this year 
have reached a total value of $340,000 
against $2,200,000 
last 
year, about 
half of it going to aLtin-America. 


The largest purchaser was Argen- 
tine, which took $905.000 worth; Cuba 
was second with $365,000; Australia 
third with $302,000, and the United 
Kingdom fourth with $233,000. 


Berlin, Dec. 20.—(Via Sayville.)— 
"From December of 1915 until th» 
last of September. 1916, the British 
and French naval authorities seized 
24,200 mail bags from Germany and 
16,800 bound for Germany," says th« 
Overseas News Agency. 


"Of those 
from Germany 
17,110 
bags of mail 
were bound 
for tho 
United States and 6,225 were bound 
for South America or Spain.

HE spiritual played no 
small part in the ro- 
mance of pretty Irnia 
Pols and her spiritual 
lover, Charles J. Koch. 
An nnromantic section 
of New Jersey, ^ot 


far distant 
from New York City, 
formed the setting for their strange 
affair. 


Their first meeting was incorporeal— 
in spirit. Theirs was a spiritual court- 
ship. Now, married by a spirit message, 
they have begun housekeeping in a truly 
spiritual sense. They began their mar- 
ried life with the ''blessing of Alham- 
bra'' as the sanction for their wedded 
bliss—and bliss they insist it is, al- 
though no physical manifestation of 
affection, not even so much as a kiss or 
a hug, has passed between them. 


Not that the young people are not 
thoroughly infatuated. On the con- 
trary, they declare their love is more 
real than the material. Their terms of 
ejidearment may be, for the most part, 
transmitted through spiritual mediums, 
but the.y are none the less fervent, if the 
principals in the unusual romance are 
to be believed.

Though, perhaps, a bit serious of mien 
for her years, she is bright, an interest- 
ing conversationalist, and not in the 
least the easily convinced, daring to the 
point of mischievousness, sort of girl 
one might imagine front hearing the 
history of her marital venture. 


A favorite in the Jersey City social 
circles in which she traveled, Irma Pols 
took an active part in the young peo- 
ple's affairs of the church of German 
Lutheran denomination which she at- 
tended until about a year ago.

IMarguerite Pols, the mother of the 
spiritual bride, has been a medium for 
long. 
The j'ounger of Irma's two 
brothers, William, 16, is credited with 
remarkably strong spirit control.

No one else could see him ; oth- 
ers around me claimed to have been 
able to hear him when he spoke to me. 
I should like to disbelieve that they, 
too, heard, but in the light of the weird, 
almost uncanny visitation from him, I 
coiild not but believe that they, too, 
might possibly have seen him as well as 
heard his voice. 


"Previously I had been skeptical of 
spiritualism. 
I had been sort of a 
'doubting 
Thomas,' 
I guess, but I

Practically All Azalias Come 
from Europe—Can't 
Gkt 'Em. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 20.—Indiana florists 
probably will lose thounands ^f dollars 
because of the war in Europe during the 
holidays this year, according to F. X. 
Wallace, state entomologist. 
The 
loss 
will be on azaleas, which usually sell at 
fancy prices during the Christmas and 


Easter season. The greater number are 
sold at Christmas. 


Practically all of the azaleas handled 
in Indiana come from Belgium and Hol- 
land. Orders were sent in time for the 
holiday trade, and were recelTed by the 
producers. 
The plants were packed and 
started fov America, When the question 
of payment was up, however, trouble be- 
gan. 
J^r. Wallace says in cases report- 
ed to him it was said that England de- 
manded the money be banked in Eng- 
land and Germany insisted that it should 
be banked in Gewiany. England control- 
led the passage of the shipments after 
tiiey started. Germany controlled allow- 
ing them to start. The result was a de- 
lay of sixty days or more in transporta- 
tion. 
Practically all of the plants ar- 
rived so late and in such poor condition 
that they are a total loss to the florists 
in the state.^ 


While Indianapolis florists import the 


greater quantity, 
florists 
all over the 
state are in the list of 
importers 
who 
will suffer. 
In some cases the plants 
were insured and the only loss to the 
florist will be the profits he would have 
made. 
Where there was no insurance 
the shipper in some cases must bear the 
loss, and in others it will be the florist. 
It has been estimated that $50,000 or 
more are involved in Indiana alone, al- 
though the same conditions exist all over 
the country. 


Practically all Christmas greenery this 
year is higher. 
One result so far has 
been a small demand. 
For good azaleas 
the price is high but the damaged and 
poor plants are cheap.

Washington, Dec. 20.—That peace 
in Europe is distant about one year is 
still the opinion of those best informed 
in diplomatic circles. 
By next fall it | 
is believed the peace councils will have j 
begun. 
These cbnclusions are based 
on a number of facts, among which 
are: 


1. 
Germany and her allies do not I 
have to make peace at this time. Tha"' 
real necessity will be created by the ' 
exhaustion of fats and other materials J 
essential 
to 
ihunitionc manufacture 
and food. 
%"hxs shortage will not be- 
come comr»lling for ten months. 
At 
the end of that time it will become 
compelling. 


2. The allies, and particularly Eng- 
land. are intensely opposed to stopping 
the war on any terms which Germany 
and her allies would accept at this 
time. 
To stop at this time, even on a 
basis of a return to conditions as they 
existed before the outbreak of hostili- 
ties, would be regarded by the allies 
as victory for 
the 
central powers. 
They have not the slightest inclination 
to make peace on such terms. 


3. 
The treaty which binds the al- 
lies to make no separate peace makes 
it possible for Russia to block 
the 
road to peace until that power has 
achieved its ambition to possess the 
Dardanelles. 
The German 
successes 
in Rumania and 
the disaffection of 
Greece make it increasingly difficult 
for the allies to fulfill their promises to 
Russia in the 
matter of the b a r d a - 
nelles. 


4. 
The necessity for a marked suc- 
cess by the British forces. 
The Brit- 
ish army i.s just reaching the maxi- 
mum 
in 
numbers, 
equipment 
and 
training. 
British public opinion de- 
mands that its army make good. 


r>. 
Confidence in France, inspired 
by Verdun, that something more than 
a mere check can be administered to 
Germany. 


6. 
Unwillingness 
of 
the 
United 
States under the Wilson administra- 
tion to throw any weight in the bal- 
ance against the interest of the allies, 
with the conséquent failure of all ef- 
forts to secure a conference of neu- 
tral nations to discuss 
or 
promote 
terms of settlement. 


7. 
The 
tremendous 
difficulty of 
even beginning to harmonize the bit- 
terl.v antagonized and terribly compli- 
cated interests until one or the other 
side is practically helpless. 
The cen- 
tral power.s are .still far from that, and 
will not begin to be so, perhaps, for 
another .vear. 


Sur-h. according to the 
diplomats, 
lire the main facts and considerations 
which govern the niaking of peace. 


In a way the German peace offer 
does not come as a surprise. The open 
character of the offer and the method 
of making it—direct 
to the ho.stile 
powers — does come as 
a 
surprise 
Germany has been "flying peace kites" 
for 
some 
time. 
The 
semi-official 
statements given 
out by Bethmann- 
Hollweg and the interviews ¡jas.sed by 
the German censors, have .shown for 
.some time that Germany wished 
to 
(jiecipitate a discussion of the war's 
end. 


The purpose of the peace proi>osals 
is three-fold. 
Frist, they arc intended 
to open the way to the serious jieace 
proposals wliich necessity will coni- 
l)ol by the fall of 1917, and to engage 
the prcs-siirc of !)ublic opinion, 
not 
only the public opinion of neutral na- 
tion.s, but that of the peace 
parlies 
(and there are such) in the wairitiAT 
nations. 
Add to this a desire to sow 
discoid, if po.ssible, among the allies, 
a discord tending to break their al- 
liance and open the way to sepai'ate 
negotiations, as between Germany and 
Ru.ssia, and the pre.sent 
diplomatic 
move i.s fully explained. 


The last of these purposes is 
un- 
• luestionably 
regarded l.y the allies 
with the most .serious concern, not to 
•say apprehension. 
The British feel 
ihey can handle their internal jirob- 
•ems and control 
public 
sentiment 
'.vithout much difficulty, but the dan- 
;Ter of a break in the diplomatic ac- 
cord is not so assured. 
Russia is the 
problem. 
Should the czar turn to the 
kaiser for his Mediterranean gateway 
to commerce, the alliance would be 
broken. 
The ways of diplomacy are 
dark and the weakness of the alliance, 
diplomatically, always 
has 
been on 
the Russian side. 
Moreover, 
every 
failure of the British up to this time 
has been a diplomatic failure. 
The 
Balkan relations were bungled. 
The 
situation in Greece was worse than 
bungled. 
In the matter of the Turks, 
old friends of the British, the Ger- 
mans again 
out-played 
the 
British, 
and the latter have as a sore remind- 
er the fiasco at Gallipoll. 
The night- 
mare which is always in the back of 
every British statesman's head is sug- 
gested 
by the question: 
Is 
Russia 
perhaps already 
secretly trafficking 
with the Germans, and is a move like 
this peace proposal perhaps merelj' a 
preliminary to the awful 
disclosure 
that Russia has pulled out of the al- 
liance and become, to all intents and 
purpo.ses, an ally of Germany. 


Peace is not likely to steal on the 
world 
over 
night. 
Proposals 
like 
the.se may 
be sprung unexpectedly. 
The world may awake some morning 
and find ithe alliance broken and 
a 
scramble impending which may mean 
new alliances and a rearrangement of 
the battle lines; but peace will come 
only when the war has drunk its fill 
or peace is again In the hearts and 
minds of a majority of men.

Bisque Affairs Have Seen 
Their Day, Say Leaders 
of Yuletide Industry. 


BY KENNETH W. PAYNE. 


New York, Dec. 20.—Forthe 
first 
time in history America has become 
the doll center of the world. 


Close to 10,000,000 dollies have been 
made in this country this year. 


So extraordinary has been the suc- 
cess of American doll manufacturers 
in taking over the doll trade, lost by 
Germany and Franc^e on account of 
the war, that we are actually going to 
sell dolls in 
Nuremberg itself, the 
heart of Santa's German toyland, as 
soon as peace has come to Europe. 


The new unbreakable, really-truly 
life-like American dolly has won the 
hearts of all American children, and 
this year marks a revolutionary epoch 
in the annals of dolldom. Not since 
Papa Caveman first fashioned a wood- 
en dolly for his little cave daughter 
to play with has there been so sudden 
a change in the doll-making industry. 


The days of imported bisque dolls 
are past. The war has cut them off. 
The day of the^iae^lTan-made doll 
is here. 
-A^d these new American 
dollies, whose heads you can hammer 
on the floor without breaking, look 
like real life babies instead of like 
the 
golden-haired, 
pink-cheeked, 
empty-headed images 
that used to 
come to us from France and Ger- 
many. 


Nearly $3,000,000 worth of Ameri- 
can dolls were made this year, accord- 
ing to Louis Amberg, one of the big- 
gest 
American doll 
manufacturers, 
and president of the American Doll 
Manufacturers' association. 


"These America|i 
dolls are going 
into every comer of the world," said 
Amberg. "Only the other day we had 
an order for dolls cabled all the way 
from Java. 
Into the heart of the 
Himalayas, into the East Indies, Into 
Russia, 
Spain. 
Denmark. 
Central 
America. Africa, the Ameriean dolls 
are goinff. 


"A year ago our South American 
doll trade amounted to only $20,000. 
This year it has Jumped to $200,000. 


"Practically every country on earth 
is buying American dolls this Christ- 
mas. except Frahoe and Great Brit« 
ain, which prohibit the Importation 
of dolls. 


"Yet the Amerieaii doll industry la 
small yet compared to its future pos- 
sibilities. 
There are only 62 con- 
cerns making dolls in this country, and 
I doubt if the total capital invested 
in the industry is over $5Q0.000. 


"We can't hope to beat Germany 
out In the business for á while yet. for 
the Germana have centiirlep of asoerl-

ence in doll-making. 
Moreover, they 
have an ample supply of bisque clay 
and we have none in America. Japan 
is developing a big bisque doll in- 
dustry. 
But the . unbreakable doll, 
with its lovable, lifelike features, is' 
almost 
exclusively 
an 
American 
product." 


It took one New York manufacturer 
three years to develop .this type of 
realistic doll. A famous sculptor was 
employed to design it. 


One New York concern now manu- 
factures 10,000 distinct types of dolls. 


"Every doll in the Christmas ivin- 
dows today has gone through a mar- 
velous process of manufacture, pass- 
ing through 50 to 100 hands. 


The. dolls actually have to go to the 
oculists, the hair dressers, the niani- 
oiire shop and the 'chiropodists, he- 
fore thejr are put on the market. 
• 


The new dolls are made, of a secret 
"wood-flour" eomposition t l ^ t looks' 
like brown sugar. 
This is put into 
moulds. . which form 
the' legs and

"Lloyd George had to make his own 
way in tHe world. He started poor. For 
six hours before attending to his duties 
as a member of parliament, and he was 
a most regular attendant, he used to be 
at work on his bread and butter law 
cases. 


"In those days he did not indulge in 
any recreation whatever. HE HAD NO 
TIME! His devotion to golf came later. 
He did not mix much with his fellow 
members in the dining room, because HE 
COULD SAVE TIME BY GOBBLING 
DOWN A SAND^CH. 


"When the house was in committee 
over Irish home rule proposals he was 
indefatigable. 
Joseph Chamberlain once 
said that he knew more 
about 
Irish 
home rule bills than any other man in 
the country. 


"He not only had a mastery of the 
intricacies of the subject that was amaz- 
ing, but he could pre.sent them to a Jaded 
house with a forcefulness and ptinch 
equaled by no other parliamentarian of 
his day.

Mint Capacity 
Overtaxed 


by Need for the Minor 


Coinage. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—Uncle 


Sam's mints are so busy turning out 
pennies, nickels and dimes that the 
Issuance of the new quarters and half- 
dollars, promised for Christmas, has 
been postponed until after New Year's. 


"There's a reason." 
The great expansion of retail busi- 


ness, due to the combination of high 
prices, high wages, and steady jobs, 
makes it necessary for grocers, bakers 
and other merchants to carry more 
change in their cash registers. 
Mer- 


chants estimate that for every Sinn 
increase in sales about .$2 more small 
change must be carried. 


The six-cent loaf is the chief cause 


of the increased demand for pennies. 
Six-cent bread is the rule in many 
cities now. and probably half a million 
loaves are sold every day at that price. 
That means half a million extra pen- 
nies are needed every day. unless some 
means is found to make those already 
in circulation move faster. 


If all one-cent newspapers in the 


United States suddenly raised 
the 


price to two cents, as many are doing. 
we would have something like a penny 
famine, until the mints had time to 
rush several million new pennies into 
the market. 


Children's savings hanks alone keop 


out of circulation for months or years 
on end untoM numbers of these small 
coins. Slot machines a.lso keep large 
sums tied up for weeks at a time. 


Just to get an idea of how many 


small coins are tied up in the ordinary 
family, I :nadp r-.ii inventory c-f my 
own household .MuJ asked two of my 
neighbors to do the same. 


I found the live children in the 


three families had in ihoiv savings 
bunks 263 pennies, 
58 nickels. 24 


dimes. 19 quarters, 7 half dollars, and 
'2 dollars.

Uncle Sam has to work overtime to 
keep enough small coins in circula- 
tion to meet the demand.

ALL IN FLIGHT 


Situation Forces Tremend- 


ous New Problem on Pe 


trograd Government. 


Vetrograd, Dec. 20.—The passage 


across the Russian frontier of thou 
sands of Rumanians, who have aban 
doned their homes and property in the 
face of the invading Germans and Bul- 
garians, has cast the shadow of a new 
refugee problem on the Russian em- 
pire. These refugees have been pour- 
ing into Odessa, Kiev and other south- 
ern Russian cities in a destitute and 
helpless condition and present a prob- 
lem which threatens to be more dif- 
ficult than any which has confronted a 
subject power since the invasion of 
Belgium. 


Russia has only partially succeeded 


In colonizing and assimilating the mil- 
lions of homeless poles, Jews and mem- 
bers of other races who fled tu the in- 
terior during tho first year and a half 
of the war. 


Worst Time of Year. 


This is naturally the worst time of 


the year in which to care for refugees 
and the economic re-adjustment which 
the present political crisis has Imposed 
adds ft tho difficulty of clothing am: 
supporting a new nation. 


The magnitude of Russia's economic 


burden is appreciable when it is con- 
sidered that the country has received 
already since the beginning of the war 
a refugee population far exceeding tho

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Lloyd George's Reply 


The eagerly- awaited reply of Lloyd George, the new British pre 


Biier, to the German proposals for peace submitted through the neu- 
tral governments appears to be, strictly speaking, a rejection which 
doits not reject. It says "No" plainly enough and emphatically 
enough to the German peace proffer in its present form, but it does no 
hopelessly deny the way to negotiations looking to the ending of thi 
mr. Most plainly of all, as Ambassador von Bernstorff observes, i 
jniakes clear the fact that the allies are at least not disposed to rcfus 
to talk of'peace. 


* As a matter of fact, Lloyd George did just about what he was ex 


pcted to do. The circumstances of his appearance were most uuusua 
It was a dramatic occasion. Called to the premiership of the Britis 
tabinet at .a portentious moment, the forceful Welshman was at the | 
ojitset called upon to deal with portentious questions. His speech was 
thunderous; it had to be so. He seized upon the occasion to detail 
spew the British view of the war issues, to outline again the catalogue 
of "wrongs which the British charge against their German foes, to re- 
count once more the achievements of British arms and British civilian 
effort, and to reiterate in general the contentions to which England 
has from the first clung. He waved the flag, admonished his country: 
men that further fealty and more sacrifice were yet demanded, and al- 
together delivered just such an effort as the British public wanted and 
plainly left them well satisfied. 


" But his rejection of the present German offer -was adroitly fash- 
ioned. He was careful to leave open the way for further German rep- 
resentations in case Berlin cares to make overtures of more specific 
character as-to the terms on which she is willing to negotiate foi 
peace. The inference is left plain that, while "declining to put his 
head in a noose" without more information as to conditions, England 
is not averse to considering a proposal that i's definite as to basic con- 
ditions on which it is made. There is at this time'none of the insis- 
tence that Teutonic power and Teutonic spirit must be "crushed";be- 
fore peace can be considered. Instead, the new premier talks of "re- 
paration" and "guarantees" as the essential conditions on which 
peace parleys may be undertaken. Immediate end of the war may not 
be in sight, but the German offer and Lloyd George's official comment 
on it make it apparent that at least a start toward peace has been 
made.

German Soldiers May Have 


No Knowledge of Peace 


Proposals. 


With the British Armies in France. 


Dec. 19.—Out of a group of German 
prisoners taken in one section of the 
British front on Sunday only a non- 
commissioned officer had heard any- 
thing of the German emperor's peace 
proposal. This circumstance, coupled 
with the fact'that there have been ab- 
solutely no demonstration from any 
part of the German trenches, caused 
such speculation among the British j 
oflicers as to whether, despite the em- 
peror's address to his troops, the new 
peace overtures have been permitted 
to reach the men actually engaged on 
the fighting line. 


Documents captured within the last 


few days repeatedly mention the au- 
dacity and initiative of the allied air- 
men and Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg is quoted as having issued orders 
that the supremacy of the air must be 
•harply contested. According to these 
documents the German chief of staff 
has ordered that where the German 
lines are crossed by hostile aviators 
German machines must penetrate an 
equal distance over the allied linos. 
There has been only a comparatively 
few hours of good flying weather in 
the last week, but numerous combats 
have taken place, twenty being fought 
on one forenoon on a certain sector. 


German artillery has recently been1 


quite active and has responded more 
freely to the continuous British fire. 
According to prisoners the preponder- 
ance of British shells has depressed 
the German troops In the trenches 
who thought that their own artillery 
was not supporting them with 
the 


same vigor as the support the English 
gave to their men.
